As no can­ 
didate received a majority, an unof­ 
ficial election between Ferguson and 
Mayfield will be held August 26. 
The situation as regards the con­ 
gressional tests is virtually unchang- 
jed by late returns. Thomas L. Blan- 
ti n still lacks several hundred votes 
of having a majority In the seven­ 
teenth, but maintains a lead of 11,000 
over his nearest opponent.
